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THIRTY  FIFTH  ANNUAL  COAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR 
ENDED  JUNE  30,  1916. 


IXTEODUCTORY. 

The  year  ended  June  30,  1916,  broke  all  records  of  the  coal  mining 
industry  of  Illinois.  The  total  output  in  short  tons  is  63,673,530,  a 
gain  of  2,957,735  tons  over  1914,  which,  up  to  the  present  year,  had  the 
greatest  production  in  the  history  of  the  industry  in  this  State.  The 
increased  production  over  last  year  is  6,071,836  tons,  or  more  than  10^/2 
per  cent.  This  increase  is  due  to  the  fact  that  there  were  24  more  mines 
in  operation,  312  more  men  employed  and  that  the  working  time  was 
increased  from  158  to  163  days. 

The  average  daily  earnings  of  miners,  where  hand  mining  was  done 
exclusively,  is  $3.37,  while  last  year  this  class  of  employees  earned  a 
daily  wage  of  $3.27.  An  increase  of  five  cents  a  day  for  the  machine 
men  and  loaders  in  exclusive  machine  mines  will  be  seen. 

The  average  earnings  for  the  year  of  miners  in  hand  mines  is 
$593.19,  a  gain  over  last  year  of  $54.24.  Machine  men  and  loaders  in 
exclusive  machine  mines,  earned  an  average  of  $771.10,  $45.75  more 
than  last  year. 

During  the  year  165  men  lost  their  lives  and  1,305  were  injured,  so 
as  to  lose  30  or  more  days  time,  while  attending  to  their  duties  in  and 
about  the  mines. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  mining  industry  is 
being  placed  on  a  higher  plane,  the  mines  are  undergoing  improvements 
along  modern  and  scientific  lines,  wash-houses  for  the  men  erected,  train- 
ing in  rescue  and  first  aid  work  maintained  and  accelerated,  and  the 
work  of  the  State  Inspectors  is  more  efficient  and  scientific.

Impkovemexts. 

The  Illinois  Zinc  Company  has  taken  out  the  old  boilers  and  replaced 
them  with  two  66  by  16  horizontal  tubular  boilers.  Two  bins  of  20  tons 
capacity  each  have  been  built,  new  guides  between  the  top  and  bottom 
landings  put  in,  new  cages  installed,  a  new  undercast  between  the  bottom 
of  shaft  and  west  entry  made  of  brick,  concrete  and  steel,  relaid  400  feet 
of  track  with  heavy  rails  and  erected  a  v/ashhouse.  A  mine  rescue  car 
seven  feet  six  inches  long,  two  feet  eight  inches  wide,  thirty-two  inches 
high,  fitted  up  with  first  aid  equipment,  has  been  installed  at  Mine  No.  1, 
Deer  Park. 

The  Oglesby  Coal  Company  has  retimbered  the  air  chamber  next  to  the 
hoisting  shaft  with  heavy  braced  timbers  from  the  limestone  ledge  to  the 
surface,  restored  the  concrete  piers  around  the  mouth  of  the  shaft  and 
levelled  the  Illinois  Central  tower.  The  wood  supports  under  track  scales 
are  replaced  with  steel  structure  on  concrete  base.  Boiler  No.  5  is  replaced 
with  a  new  boiler  and  a  new  100-foot  stack  is  erected  between  No.  o  and 
No.  6,  which  will  furnish  draft  for  these  two  boilers.  Under  these  two 
boilers,  No.  5  and  No.  6,  a  pair  of  automatic  stokers  has  been  placed,  and 
the  washhouse  completed. 

The  Matheisen  &  Hegeler  Zinc  Company  has  built  a  fan  house  and 
in^alled  one  12.5-horsepower  electric  motor,  60  cycle,  .550  volts,  to  drive  the 
fan  instead  of  the  SO-horsepower  steam  engine  which  will  be  kept  in  re- 
serve. The  company  has  also  installed  a  self  dumping  cage,  weigh  hopper, 
track  scales,  and  completed  the  washhouse. 

The  Streator  Clay  Manufacturing  Company,  Streator,  has  installed  a 
storage  battery,  haulage  motor,  and  completed  the  washhouse. 

Oswald  &  Young,  Braidwood,  have  purchased  the  hoisting  outfit  of  Mur- 
phy, Linskey  and  Kasher,  and  have  installed  the  same  at  their  mine,  doing 
away  with  the  gin  horse.  They  have  bought  the  fan  of  Munts  Bros,  of 
Streator  and  have  installed  it.  This  makes  a  great  improvement  in  the 
ventilation. 

The  Fairbury  Coal  Company  has  installed  two  75-horsepower  return 
tubular  boilers  at  the  west  mine,  also  completed  the  washhouse. 

The  Cooperative  Coal  Company,  Fairbury,  has  installed  one  65-horse- 
power  return  tubular  boiler  and  completed  the  washhouse. 

Murphy,  Linskey  &  Kasher,  Pontiac,  have  installed  two  lOO-horsepower 
return  tubular  boilers  at  their  mine,  also  put  in  railroad  scales  and  a  5-foot 
fan,  and  have  completed  the  washhouse. 

The  Prairie  Creek  Coal  Company  and  the  Seroka  Coal  Company  have 
each  opened  a  new  slope  for  escape  roads. 

The  LaSalle  County  Carbon  Coal  Company  has  installed  at  the  LaSalle 
mine  two  long  wall  machines,  a  crusher,  and  completed  the  washhouse. 
At  No.  1  Mine,  Jonesville,  a  shaker  screen,  a  larger  crusher,  and  new  track 
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scales  have  been  installed.  The  washhouse  has  been  completed.  At  the 
Union  Mice,  Peru,  new  track  scales  have  been  put  in  and  the  washhouse 
finished. 

Fatal  Accidents. 
December  28,   1915,   Emil   Bernard,   driver,  age  39   years,   married,   was 
crushed  by  a  loaded  pit  car  in  the  Mathiessen  &  Hegeler  Zinc  Company's 
mine,  LaSalle,  LaSalle  County.     Deceased,  as  a  favor  to  ttie  regular  spragger, 
was  taking  the  coupling  hook  off  the  first  car  of  the  trip  when  he  fell  in 
front  of  the  car  which  ran  over  him.     He  leaves  a  widow  and  seven  children. 
April  2,  1916,  "William  Cadman,  driver,  age  38  years,  single,  was  struck 
by  a  runaway  car  in  the  mine  of  Francis  &  Son,  Streator,  LaSalle  County, 
March  31,  1916.     He  lived  two  days.

Fires. 

On  Tuesday  morning,  November  2,  1915,  fire  broke  out  in  the  surface 
buildings  of  the  Henry  Coal  Company,  Kewanee,  destroying  the  tipple  build- 
ing, engine  room  and  boiler  house,  and  all  the  coal  sheds  with  1,500  bushels 
of  coal  and  10  loaded  pit  cars.  The  company  has  since  rebuilt  and  the  mine 
is  again  in  operation. 

Damage  by  Water. 

On  Saturday,  May  13,  1916,  water  from  old  abandoned  workings  of  many, 
many  years  standing,  broke  into  the  Alden  Coal  Company's  No.  7  mine, 
located  at  Matherville,  throwing  150  men  out  of  employment  for  nearly  two 
months,  and  at  the  same  time  creating  an  expensive  as  well  as  unpleasant 
experience  for  the  company  and  its  local  officials.  As  no  maps  or  records 
of  these  old  workings  referred  to  were  in  existence,  it  was  impossible  for 
anyone  to  determine  the  exact  location  or  distance  from  the  active  workings 
of  the  mine,  but  the  occurrence  w^as  not  wholly  unexpected,  as  nearly  every- 
one familiar  wath  this  field  was  awa.re  of  the  presence  of  quite  a  body  of 
water.  It  was  first  noticed  coming  into  the  mine  by  the  shot  firers  who 
were  the  only  men  in  the  mine. 

Improvements. 

The  St.  Paul  Coal  Company  has  installed  a  very  ingenious  and  useful 
device  on  the  main  hoisting  engine  at  Cherry  Mine.  This  is  used  to  prevent 
over-winding  and  excessive  rope  speeds  in  hoisting  or  landing  men,  and 
can  be  used  on  steam  engines  having  a  steam  brake,  steam  reverse  and  lever 
throttle.  The  contrivance  consists  of  a  ball  governor  operated  by  a  chain 
drive  from  the  drum  shaft  and  a  disc  suitably  arranged  with  lugs  so  that 
when  the  drum  makes  a  certain  number  of  revolutions,  the  lugs  on  the  disc 
trip  a  trigger-valve,  which,  by  means  of  a  suitable  mechanical  arrangement, 
throws  over  the  throttle  lever,  thus  shutting  off  the  steam,  and  in  a  fraction 
of  a  second  it  throws  over  the  brake  lever,  putting  on  the  brake,  and  stopping 
the  engine  and  so  prevents  an  overwind  by  the  failure  of  the  engineer  to 
stop  in  time.  The  point  at  which  the  "engine  stop"  will  shut  off  the  steam 
and  apply  the  brake  or  reverse,  is,  of  course,  optional  with  the  operator,  and 
hoisting  with  the  "stop"  in  service  is  exactly  as  it  was  before  as  far  as 
care  or  skill  on  the  part  of  the  engineer  is  concerned.  It  does  not  in  any 
way  interfere  with  any  legitimate  act  of  the  engineer,  but  the  moment  he 
attempts  to  do  anything  wrong,  it  checks  him.     After  the  engine  stop  has 
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taken  hold,  the  engineer  must  re-set  the  trigger-valve  before  he  can  release 
the  brake,  operate  the  reverse  lever,  or  turn  steam  into  the  engine.  Also, 
after  re-setting  the  "stop,"  the  brake  will  remain  set  until  released.  This 
company  has  also  installed  a  new  full-front  horizontal  tubular  boiler  of  150 
horsepower,  length  18  feet,  diameter  72  inches,  shell  7/16  inch,  with  70  four- 
inch  flues  and  metal  stack  60  feet  by  3  feet. 

The  Spring  Valley  Coal  Company,  during  the  past  year,  has  been 
experimenting  considerably  with  the  long-wall  chain  type  electric  mining 
machine,  operating  two  of  these  at  their  No.  1  mine.  They  have  also  in- 
stalled, at  this  mine,  an  improved  "Nicholson  Engine  Stop,"  and  have  re- 
built and  re-arranged  the  incline  which  is  used  to  convey  the  retail  coal  from 
the  mine  up  to  the  retail  yard  on  the  hill,  and  have  also  put  in  a  new 
track  scale  on  a  good  concrete  foundation.  At  the  No.  5  mine,  located  at 
Dalzell,  all  of  the  boilers  have  been  re-set  and  otherwise  improved  the 
interior  of  the  boiler  house.  A  new  washhouse  is  in  course  of  construction 
and  will  soon  be  ready  for  use  by  the  employees.  This  mine  had  been  idle 
for  a  long  time  and  on  that  account  no  washhouse  was  built. 

Through  this  report,  I  wish  to  thank  each  of  the  County  Mine  Inspectors 
for  the  splendid  services  and  help  rendered  during  the  past  fiscal  year. 

I  wish  to  state  further  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  year,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  Rock  Island  County  appointed  a  County  Mine 
Inspector,  Mr.  Thos.  J.  Mills,  of  Rock  Island,  thus  giving  the  Second  Dis- 
trict a  County  Inspector  for  each  county. 

Fatal  Accidents. 

September  29,  1915,  Mike  Mehall,  miner,  age  56  years,  married,  was 
instantly  killed  by  a  fall  of  rock  in  No.  7  mine  of  the  Alden  Coal  Company, 
Matherville,  Mercer  County.     He  leaves  a  widow  and  three  children. 

September  30,  1915,  Alfred  Seeker,  miner,  age  37  years,  single,  was 
killed  by  a  boulder  falling  from  the  roof  of  the  T.  H.  Milan  mine,  Galesburg, 
Knox  County. 

September  30,  1915,  Thomas  Kilpatrick,  miner,  age  35  years,  married,  was 
killed  in  the  Coal  Valley  Mining  Company's  No.  3  mine,  Matherville,  Mer- 
cer County,  by  a  blast  explosion.  Deceased  was  drilling  out  a  shot  that  had 
failed  to  explode,  when,  it  is  supposed  the  point  of  the  drill  passed  through 
sulphur  and  ignited  the  powder.

January  17,  1916,  Axel  E.  Link,  operator,  age  43  years,  married,  fell 
down  the  shaft  of  the  Link  and  Hagman  mine,  Matherville,  Mercer  County, 
and  was  instantly  killed.  Deceased  was  pushing  an  empty  car  to  the  cage, 
supposing  it  to  be  at  the  landing,  when  the  car  went  down  the  shaft,  he 
following  it.  He  leaves  a  widow  and  nine  children.  This  mine  is  now 
known  as  the  Lee  and  Hagman  mine. 

March  22,  1916,  Robert  R.  Raisbeck,  miner,  age  24  years,  single,  em- 
ployed in  the  No.  3  mine,  Coal  Valley  Mining  Company,  Matherville,  Mercer 
County,  was  killed  by  a  shot  explosion.  Deceased  had  prepared  two  dynamite 
shots,  intending  to  fire  them  at  noon.  About  12  o'clock  he  lighted  one  fuse 
and  tried  to  light  the  other  but  thought  he  had  failed.  When  the  first  shot 
exploded,  he  went  back  to  light  the  second  and  while  reaching  for  the  fuse 
the  shot  exploded. 

April  25,  1916,  Arthur  Keiken,  miner,  age  32  years,  married,  was  killed 
by  being  caught  between  a  pit  car  and  coal  rib  in  the  St.  Paul  Coal  Company's 
Mine  No.  2,  Cherry,  Bureau  County.  Deceased  was  driving  this  day  and 
had  come  out  with  a  trip  of  two  cars.  He  was  found  crushed  between  the 
front  end  of  first  car  and  the  coal  rib,  his  head  being  against  the  rib  and  his 
hips  against  the  car.  He  leaves  a  widow  and  two  children.

Mine  Fikes. 

July  20,  1915,  the  tipple  of  the  Groveland  Mining  Company's  mine,  Wes- 
ley City,  was  destroyed  by  fire,  the  origin  of  which  is  unknown.  Since  that 
time  the  entire  top  works  have  been  remodeled  and  rebuilt.  Among  the 
most  important  changes  has  been  the  erection  of  a  new  steel  head  frame, 
the  raising  of  the  shaker  to  accommodate  larger  cars,  the  installation  of  a 
new  dirt  dump  and  three  car  retarders,  under  the  tipple.  One  ten-ton 
haulage  motor  has  been  added  to  the  underground  equipment. 

Improvements. 

Four  electric  mining  machines  have  been  placed  in  the  mine  of  the 
Crescent  Coal  Company,  Peoria,  Peoria  County. 

The  Tazewell  Coal  Company,  Pekin,  Tazewell  County,  built  an  addition 
to  the  boiler  room  and  engine  house,  erected  a  sand  house  and  dryer,  and 
added  two  steam  boilers  and  one  lOQ-kilowatt  generator  and  two  five-ton 
haulage  motors  to  the  power  plant. 

John  W.  Mallegren,  Jr.,  Petersburg,  Menard  County,  has  built  a  new 
fan  house  and  installed  a  fan  and  a  centrifugal  pump,  "^he  pump  and  fan 
will  be  electrically  driven. 

The  McKinley  Coal  Company,  Elmwood,  Peoria  County,  has  sunk  a  new 
air  shaft  at  the  mine. 

The  Winters  Coal  Company,  Bartonville,  Peoria  County,  made  a  new 
road  to  the  escape  shaft,  also  put  new  stairs  in  escape  shaft. 

The  Colliers  Cooperative  Coal  Company,  Bartonville,  Peoria  County, 
installed  a  new  fan  at  the  mine,  which  greatly  improves  the  ventilation. 

The  Wenona  Coal  Company,  Wenona,  Marshall  County,  installed  a  new 
high  speed  fan  at  the  mine  and  considerable  work  in  cleaning  air  courses 
has  been  done.     The  ventilation  is  much  improved  at  this  mine. 

Fatal  Accidents. 

September  30,  1915,  Martin  Perret,  miner,  aged  40  years,  single,  received 
burns  from  the  explosion  of  powder  in  the  Logan  Coal  Company's  mine, 
Hanna  City,  Peoria  County,  from  which  he  died  about  five  hours  later.  It 
is  the  general  opinion  that  deceased  was  making  up  his  powder,  when,  in 
some  unknown  manner,  it  became  ignited.

STATISTICS    OF    LABOR. 


November  12,  1915,  Jacob  Hars,  trip  rider,  aged  21  years,  single,  was 
instantly  killed  in  the  Clark  Coal  &  Coke  Company's  mine.  Deceased  was 
riding  in  empty  trip  when  about  1,500  feet  from  shaft  bottom  he  was 
crushed  by  a  fall  of  rock  weighing  approximately  35  tons. 

November  15,  1915,  Emil  Milani,  miner,  aged  39  years,  married,  received 
injuries  in  the  Toluca  Coal  Company's  mine,  Toluca,  Marshall  County,  from 
which  he  died  about  12  hours  later.  Deceased  was  loading  coal  when  a  piece 
of  rock  fell  on  him.     He  leaves  a  widow  and  six  children. 

In  conclusion,  I  am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  the  fatal  accidents  in  this 
district  have  decreased  fifty  per  cent,  while  there  is  an  increase  of  more  than 
fifteen  per  cent  in  the  tons  mined.

Improvements. 

The  Monmouth  Coal  Mining  Company,  Brereton,  Fulton  County,  has 
just  completed  sinking  and  connecting  a  new  air  shaft  at  the  working  face 
of  the  mine,  a  distance  of  about  one  and  one-fourth  miles  from  the  hoisting 
shaft.  A  new  electric  110-volt  generator,  to  furnish  lights  in  the  mine  and 
around  the  surface  buildings  has  been  installed,  replacing  an  old  Edison 
type.  A  new  booster  fan  to  aid  in  distributing  the  air  to  the  several  points 
where  needed,  has  been  put  in.

At  the  Big  Creek  Coal  Company's  mines,  St.  David,  Dunfermline  and 
Cuba,  since  Mr.  Hogan  assumed  the  superintendency,  the  following  changes 
have  been  made:  Mine  No.  4,  Dunfermline,  the  main  south  section  has 
been  worked  out  and  abandoned.  The  main  east  section  has  been  opened, 
requiring  the  expenditure  of  considerable  money  in  the  way  of  grading,  tim- 
bering and  laying  iron  for  a  distance  of  2,500  feet.  Two  large  motor  part- 
ings, 400  to  500  feet  long  were  made;  the  boiler  at  plant  replaced  and  a  new 
smokestack  erected.  At  Mine  No.  2,  St.  David,  the  company  is  putting  in 
a  passing  parting,  500  feet  long,  for  the  motors  to  pass.  This  is  a  drift 
mine  and  two  ten-ton  motors  pull  the  coal  from  the  inside  parting  to  the 
outside,  a  distance  of  about  two  miles.  At  Mine  No.  3,  Cuba,  the  company 
is  doing  some  very  extensive  work  on  the  tipple  and  screens,  putting  in 
concrete  foundations  for  piers  and  also  repairing  haulage  engine  and  putting 
in  foundation  for  same. 

The  Alden  Coal  Company,  Farmington,  Pulton  County,  is  concreting 
the  hoisting  and  escapement  shafts  at  No.  8  mine. 

The  Silver  Creek  Colliery  Company,  at  Farmington,  has  added  a  ten- 
ton  electric  motor  for  the  underground  haulage,  concreted  the  shaft  with 
cement  blocks,  remodeled  the  bottom  of  the  shaft  and  graded  same  on  west 
side  for  a  distance  of  450  feet,  thereby  allowing  the  loads  to  run  to  the  cage 
without  any  manual  appliances  whatever.  A  new  coal  crusher,  30  by  36, 
driven  by  a  40-horsepower  motor  (connecting  belt  15  feet  long)  has  been 
installed  and  the  yard  room  for  loaded  cars  has  been  enlarged. 

The  Spoon  River  Coal  Company  at  Maton,  Fulton  County,  has  installed 
electric  haulage  in  place  of  the  gasoline  motor  formerly  used. 

The  Simmons  Coal  Company,  Canton,  has  added  four  new  mining 
machines  to  the  underground  equipment.

March  9,  1916,  Sam  Lowery,  miner,  age  66  years,  single,  was  killed  by  a 
fall  of  roof  in  the  mine  operated  by  Jesse  Goodman,  Lewistown,  Fulton 
County. 

May  1,  1916,  Carl  Sandburg,  electrician,  age  28  years,  married,  was  killed 
in  Big  Creek  Coal  Company's  No.   2  mine,  St.   David,  Fulton  County.     De- 
ceased was  riding  on  the  motor  when  it  left  the  track  knocking  out  props  and 
letting  down  the  slate  which  crushed  him.     He  leaves  a  widow  and  one  child.

Improvements. 

The  Peabody  Coal  Company,  at  No.  7  mine,  has  installed  four  car  retard- 
ers,  thirteen  shortwall  electric  mining  machines  and  built  washhouses  at  No. 
7,  No.  8  and  No.  21  mines  and  equipped  them  with  steel  lockers  and  shower 
baths.     Tubular  boilers  have  been  put  in  for  heating  the  buildings  and  water. 

At  the  Penwell  Coal  Mining  Company's  mine,  a  washhouse  has  been  built 
of  brick  and  concrete  and  one  dynamo,  one  boiler  and  two  car  loaders  in- 
stalled. 

The  Bunsen  Coal  Company  at  Vermilion  mine  has  added  fifteen  cars, 
built  a  brick  washhouse  thoroughly  equipped  with  hangers,  shower  heads, 
heater  and  ventilating  system,  so  constructed  that  it  can  be  made  practically 
air  tight,  which  is  very  essential  in  case  fumigation  becomes  necessary.  At 
No.  4  mine,  a  washhouse  which  is  a  duplicate  of  the  one  built  at  Vermilion 
mine,  excepting  frame  construction,  has  been  built.  No.  2  mine  has  been  con- 
verted into  a  pumping  station.  It  has  been  equipped  with  two  8-inch  by  10- 
inch  triplex  pumps  driven  by  40-horsepower  A.  C.  motors.  They  supply  water 
to  a  tank  of  300,000  gallon  capacity  located  at  mine  No.  3,  a  distance  of  I14 
miles.  Pipe  lines  extend  from  this  tank  to  other  mines,  viz.,  Vermilion,  Kelly 
No.  4,  Kelly  No.  3,  and  Bunsenville,  making  approximately  seven  miles  of 
pipe  lines.  This  water  is  used  to  supply  boilers,  washhouses,  fire  plug  on 
surface,  fire  fighting  equipm.ent  and  sprinkling  plug  under  ground. 

The  Sharon  Coal  Company  has  installed  a  small  dynamo  for  lighting 
system  on  surface  and  shaft  bottom. 

The  improvements  at  the  Missionfleld  Coal  Company,  mine  No.  2,  con- 
sists of  one  35-kilowatt  2,300— 250V  motor  generator  set;  one  36-inch  cen- 
trifugal fan,  three  25  K.  V.  A.  Transformers,  2,300 — 220  volts;  one  50-pound 
trip  hammer;  four  ironclad  electric  mining  machines,  type  C.  E.  7,  220  volt 
A.  C;  one  5-ton  haulage  locomotive  250  V.  D.  C. ;  one  washhouse  and  black- 
smith shop.  At  No.  3  mine  a  washhouse  has  been  erected  and  an  air  shaft 
sunk. 

The  Danville  Collieries  Company  has  extended  motor  haulage  road  1,300 
feet. 

The  Manufacturers  and  Consumers  Coal  Company  has  built  a  concrete 
and  brick  washhouse  equipped  with  showers  and  a  thermostat  heating  system. 
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Fatal  Accidents. 


July  18,  1915,  Jacques  Orora,  machine  runner,  age  36  years,  married,  was 
electrocuted  in  Assumption  Coal  and  Mining  Company's  mine,  Assumption, 
Christian  County.  Deceased  evidently  reached  over  the  machine  to  get  an  oil 
can  when  he  came  in  contact  with  the  starting  box.  He  leaves  a  widow  and 
two  children. 

October  2,  1915,  Joe  F.  Dukes,  miner,  age  56  years,  widower,  was  killed 
by  falling  rock  in  mine  No.  22,  Producers  Coal  Company,  Westville,  Vermilion 
County. 

October  6,  1915,  George  Sanders,  miner,  age  40  years,  single,  employed 
in  Bunsen  Coal  Company's  mine  No.  4,  was  loading  a  car  when  slate  fell  from 
the  roof  and  killed  him  instantly. 

October  23,  1915,  Valentine  Boria,  miner,  age  37  years,  single,  was  killed 
by  falling  clod  in  No.  7  mine,  Peabody  Coal  Company,  Kincaid,  Cbristian 
County. 

November  9,  1915,  James  Tate,  miner,  age  65  years,  married,  was  killed 
by  a  shot  explosion  in  the  Fannie  Cole  Mine,  Danville,  Vermilion  County. 
Deceased  had  lighted  two  shots  and  retired  to  the  entry;  he  heard  one  explo- 
sion and  supposing  the  other  had  gone  out  went  back  to  relight  it,  when  it 
exploded  causing  his  death  three  hours  later.  He  leaves  a  widow  and  two 
children. 

December  2,  1915,  Wm.  D.  Bolton,  miner,  age  19  years,  single,  was  killed 
by  falling  coal  in  the  Smith-Lohr  Coal  Company's  mine,  Pana,  Christian 
County. 

December  10,  1915,  Angelo  Marnai,  miner,  age  30  years,  single,  was  killed 
in  Peabody  Coal  Company's  No.  8  mine,  Kincaid,  Christian  County,  by  a 
shot  explosion. 

January  12,  1916,  Alva  Bogart,  machine  runner,  age  28  years,  married, 
employed  in  No.  7  mine,  Peabody  Coal  Company,  Kincaid,  Christian  County, 
was  killed  by  falling  coal.  Deceased  was  shoveling  slack  at  the  rear  end 
of  a  continuous  cutting  machine  in  a  cross  cut.  The  machine  had  cut 
through  to  an  adjoining  room  and  a  large  lump  of  coal,  which  had  probably 
been  broken  by  previous  shots,  rolled  over  from  face  and  crushed  his  head. 
He  leaves  a  widow. 

January  25,  1916,  John  Hausler,  miner,  age  28  years,  married,  was  killed 
by  falling  slate  in  No.  8  mine,  Peabody  Coal  Company.  He  leaves  a  widow 
and  two  children. 

February  6,  1916,  Alex  Ankaitis,  laborer,  age  30  years,  single,  died  from 
the  effect  of  burns  due  to  an  explosion  of  gas  January  30,  1916,  in  the 
Assumption  Coal  and  Mining  Company's  mine.  Assumption,  Christian 
County.     He  leaves  two  dependents. 

February  12,  1916,  Steve  Petrus,  miner,  age  25  years,  married,  was 
killed  by  falling  ro'ck  in  Bunsen  Coal  Company's  No.  3  mine,  Westville,  Ver- 
milion County.     He  leaves  a  widow  and  four  children. 

February  18,  1916,  James  Farrell,  driver,  age  22  years,  single,  was  killed 
in  Bunsen  Coal  Company's  Vermilion  mine,  Georgetown,  Vermilion  County, 
by  a  fall  of  rock.     He  leaves  two  dependents. 

April  27,  1916,  James  Gray,  timberman,  age  55  years,  married,  was 
killed  by  falling  rock  in  Bunsen  Coal  Company's  No.  3  mine,  Westville,  Ver- 
milion County.     He  leaves  a  widow  and  two  children. 

June  8,  1916,  William  Hodson,  miner,  age  45  years,  married,  was  killed 
in  Danville  Collieries  Company's  mine,  Danville,  Vermilion  County,  by 
falling  rock.     He  leaves  a  widow  and  one  child.

Deceased  was  riding  on  front  end  of  motor 
and  apparently  attempted  to  get  off  to  throw  the  latch,  when  he  fell  in 
front  of  the  motor  and  was  crushed  to  death. 

November  15,  1915,  Ed.  Rossiter,  laborer,  age  47  years,  married,  was 
killed  by  falling  slate  in  Jones  and  Adams  Coal  Company's  mine,  Springfield, 
Sangamon  County.    He  leaves  a  widow  and  ten  children.

February  9,  1916,  J.  F.  Smith,  laborer,  age  26  years,  single,  was  killed 
by  falling  slate  in  Madison  Coal  Corporation's  mine  No.  6,  Divernon,  San- 
gamon County. 

February  14,  1916,  Robert  Hauptman,  miner,  age  22  years,  married,  was 
killed  in  Springfield  Coal  Mining  Company's  No.  2  mine,  Riverton,  Sanga- 
mon County  by  a  fall  of  slate.     He  leaves  a  widow. 

February  16,  1916,  Blossie  Lynch,  miner,  age  64  years,  married,  was 
killed  by  falling  slate  in  Springfield  District  Coal  Company's  mine,  No.  1, 
Andrew,  Sangamon  County.     He  leaves  a  widow  and  two  children. 

February  25,  1916,  Wm.  Muchakites,  timberman,  age  27  years,  single, 
was  killed  by  falling  rock  in  Springfield  District  Coal  Mining  Company's 
No.  4  mine.  Auburn,   Sangamon  County. 

February  25,  1916,  Tony  Melakoski,  miner,  age  35  years,  married,  was 
killed  by  falling  rock  in  Springfield  District  Coal  Mining  Company's  No. 
4  mine,  Auburn,  Sangamon  County.     He  leaves  a  widow  and  three  children. 

March  10,  1916.,  Frank  McGill,  driver,  age  28  years,  single  employed  in 
Capitol  Coal  Company's  mine,  Springfield,  Sangamon  County,  died  from 
injuries  received  two  days  previous  by  being  caught  between  a  mule  and  car. 

March  15,  1916,  Wm.  Slocombe,  driver,  age  20  years,  single,  was  killed 
by  pit  cars  in  Springfield  Cooperative  Coal  Company's  mine,  Springfield, 
Sangamon  County.

I:mprove:ments. 

The  Consolidated  Coal  Company  has  extended  the  haulage  tracks  closer 
to  the  working  face,  and  at  each  of  the  mines  a  washhouse  60  feet  by  24 
feet,  equipped  with  128  lockers,  12  sprays,  6  enameled  basins,  100  hangers 
with  room  for  100  more,  has  been  built. 

The  Montour  Coal  Company,  Girard,  has  cleaned  up  seven  hundred 
feet  of  the  main  airway  and  increased  the  area  so  that  thirty  per  cent  more 
air  is  circulated  through  the  mine.  The  electric  cable  in  the  shaft  was 
renewed  and  encased  in  a  conduit  to  prevent  persons  from  being  shocked 
by  coming  in  contact  with  it  while  ascending  or  descending  the  shaft.  The 
bottom  of  the  shaft  was  retimbered  and  the  main  north  motor  haulage  road 
extended  nine  hundred  feet. 

The  improvements  made  by  the  Shoal  Creek  Coal  Company,  Panama, 
are  as  follows:  About  5,000  feet  of  motor  tract  laid  for  permanent  road- 
ways: about  1..500  feet  of  air  courses  cleaned  out;  bottom  lengthened  on 
the  south  side  for  more  car  storage;  the  railroad  tracks  in  mine  yard  thor- 
oughly repaired  and  ventilation  greatly  improved. 

The  Hillsboro  Coal  Company,  Hillsboro,  has  done  considerable  work 
changing  the  system  of  haulage  and  ventilation.  A  steam  engine  has 
been  placed  on  the  tracks  for  moving  railroad  cars. 

The  Nokomis  Coal  Company,  Nokomis,  has  erected  a  hollow  tile  wash- 
house,  containing  416  lockers  and  16  sprays;  installed  two  6-ton  storage 
battery  motors  and  50  mine  cars. 

The  Superior  Coal  Company  at  mine  No.  1,  has  erected  a  concrete  smoke- 
stack 195  feet  high,  which  takes  the  place  of  six  metal  stacks;  finished  the 
resetting  of  twelve  boilers;  painted  all  the  buldings  on  the  surface  except 
the  houses,  and  the  contract  has  been  let  for  this  work  and  they  will  be 
painted  in  a  short  time;  motor  roads  extended  about  3,500  feet,  and  con- 
siderable narrow  work  has  been  driven  using  the  same  for  air  courses,  which 
adds  considerable  to  the  ventilation.  Gates  have  been  put  on  the  main  ways 
to  keep  the  men  from  coming  out  and  coming  in  contact  with  moving  cars 
on  the  bottom.  At  mine  No.  2,  the  company  has  erected  a  new  concrete 
smokestack  which  takes  the  place  of  five  metal  ones.  Also  put  in  a  new 
ash  blower  and  a  new  electric  pump  and  pump  house  at  the  reservoir; 
painted  all  buildings  on  the  surface;  placed  a  new  steel  crank  on  the  right 
hand  hoisting  engine  which  makes  the  engines  at  all  three  mines  equipped 
with  cranks.  The  resetting  of  the  twelve  boilers  has  been  completed  and 
motor  haulage  roads  extended  4,000  feet.  The  hoisting  shaft  around  the 
bottom  has  been  retimbered  and  new  bunting,  curbing  and  guides  put  in 
throughout  the  shaft.  Gates  have  been  placed  on  the  main  ways  to  keep 
the  men  from  coming  out  in  contact  with  moving  cars  while  hoisting  coal. 
The  stairway  and  air  shaft  have  been  repaired;  motor  roads  leveled  and 
straightened,  and  75  sets  of  roller  bearing  trucks  placed  under  mine  cars. 
At  mine  No.  3,  two  new  steel  cranks  were  put  on  the  hoisting  engine;  a  new 
belt  coal  conveyor  for  boiler  room  installed,  all  buildings  on  the  surface 
painted,  the  shaft  bottom  reinforced  with  concrete  arched  piers;  the  motor 
haulage  on  the  various  entries  extended  about  6,000  feet;  opened  up  some 
abandoned   entries  and   made  air   courses   out   of  some   which   adds   greatly 
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to  the  ventilation.  Ttiree  new  automatic  doors  were  installed  and  motor 
roads  straightened  and  retied.  The  hopper  scales  and  the  coal  chutes  and 
hoppers  at  all  three  mines  and  the  washer  have  been  remodeled.  At  the 
washer,  two  boilers  have  been  reset,  a  smokestack  erected,  new  electric  car 
puller  installed,  all  the  buildings  on  the  surface  painted  and  new  track  scales 
with  concrete  foundation  and  steel  I  beams  put  in. 

The  following  improvements  have  been  made  at  mine  No.  10,  C.  &  E.  I. 
Coal  Properties,  Nokomis:  One  washhouse  30  feet  by  80  feet  equipped  with 
boiler  5  feet  by  16  feet,  Sturtevant  Vento  Heating  system,  wash  basins,  19 
shower  baths,  and  650  lockers,  has  been  built;  a  locomotive  and  200  new  pit 
cars  have  been  added  to  the  underground  equipment.  Three  car  retarders 
were  installed  and  some  changes  made  on  the  fan  also  as  to  produce  a  greater 
volume  of  air.  At  mine  No.  11,  Kortkamp,  new  buntons  and  guides  were 
placed  in  the  hoisting  shaft,  one  hundred  new  cars  added  to  the  equipment 
and  the  washohuse  completed  and  in  use. 

The  Carlinville  Coal  Company  has  installed  a  generator  and  dynamo 
and  is  now  hauling  coal  by  motor;  haulage  roads  have  been  relaid  with 
heavier  iron  and  some  of  the  air  courses  cleaned  up.

July  21,  1915,  Ben  Strankus,  machine  runner,  age  27  years,  single,  was 
electrocuted  in  Nokomis  Coal  Company's  mine,  Nokomis,  Montgomery 
County. 

August  25,  1915,  Peter  Berutti,  driver,  age  24  years,  single,  was  killed 
by  pit  cars  in  Superior  Coal  Company's  No.  1  mine,  Gillespie,  Macoupin 
County. 

September  11,  1915,  David  Shaw,  assistant  mine  manager,  age  30  years, 
married,  was  caught  be+ween  the  motor  and  pit  car  and  crushed  to  death  in 
No.  3  mine,  Superior  Coal  Company,  Gillespie,  Macoupin  County.  He  leaves 
a  widow  and  one  child. 

September  20,  1915,  Joseph  Marchetti,  eager,  age  43  years,  married,  was 
killed  by  being  crushed  between  two  pit  cars  in  the  Royal  Colliery  Com- 
pany's mine,  Virden,  Macoupin  County.  Deceased  was  helping  to  cage  a  car 
of  coal.  He  was  pushing  the  car  onto  the  cage  when  it  struck  something 
and  bounded  back,  catching  him  between  it  and  the  one  immediately  in  the 
rear.     He  leaves  a  widow  and  five  children. 

November  19,  1915,  William  "Watson,  trackman,  age  29  years,  married, 
was  killed  in  C.  &  E.  I.  Coal  Property's  No.  10  mine,  Nokomis,  Montgomery. 
County.     Deceased  was  working  near  the  switch  when  a  car  which  was  being 
taken  by  left  the  track  and  crushed  him  ^gainst  the  coal  rib.     He  leaves 
a  widow  and  two  children. 

November  20,  1915,  Louis  Kortkamp,  laborer,  age  63  years,  married, 
was  run  over  by  a  trip  of  cars  and  killed  in  Hillsboro  Coal  Company's  mine, 
Hillsboro,  Montgomery  County.     He  leaves  a  widow  and  four  children. 

November  26,  1915,  Walter  Baxter,  driver,  age  37  years,  married,  was 
killed  in  Superior  Coal  Company's  No.  3  mine,  Gillespie,  Macoupin  County. 
Deceased  was  found  under  a  loaded  car  which  he  was  bringing  out.  His 
neck  and  arm  were  broken.     He  leaves  a  widow  and  one  child. 

December  8,  1915,  Daniel  Fogarty,  miner,  age  56  years,  single,  was 
killed  by  falling  coal  in  Carlinville  Coal  Company's  mine,  Carlinville, 
Macoupin  County. 

January  4,  1916,  William  Olowick,  machine  runner,  age  26  years,  mar- 
ried, was  killed  by  falling  coal  and  slate  in  No.  14  mine,  Consolidated  Coal 
Company,  Staunton,  Macoupin  County.     He  leaves  a  widow  and  one  child. 

January  29,  1916,  Mat  Bolgar,  miner,"  age  30  years,  single,  was  killed 
in  Consolidated  Coal  Company's  No.  7  mine,  Staunton,  Macoupin  County, 
by  a  fall  of  slate. 

P'ebruary  10,  1916,  Frank  Malle,  miner,  age  43  years,  single,  died  at 
St.  Frances  Hospital,  Litchfield,  as  a  result  of  injuries  received  February  3, 
in  No.  14  mine,  C.  &  E.  I.  Coal  Property,  Witt,  Montgomery  County,  by 
falling  coal. 
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March  15,  1916,  Edward  Stille,  miner,  age  36  years,  married,  was  killed 
by  falling  coal  in  Consolidated  Coal  Company's  No.  14  mine,  Staunton, 
Macoupin  County.     He  leaves  a  widow. 

April  29,  1916,  David  Grant  Windsor,  timberman,  age  53  years,  widower, 
was  killed  by  falling  slate  in  Superior  Coal  Company's  No.  3  mine,  Gillespie, 
Macoupin  County.     He  leaves  three  children  one  of  which  is  dependent.

New    Mines. 

No   new  mines  have  been   opened,  and  but   two   that  did   not  work  at 
least  a  part  of  the  year;  viz:  Lumaghi  Coal  Co.,  No.  3,  and  Frank  Schramm. 
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Improvements. 


The  Lumaghi  Coal  Co.,  at  mine  No.  2,  Collinsville,  has  installed  two 
gathering  motors,  which  are  proving  to  be  a  success  for  gathering  coal. 
A  washhouse,  25  feet  by  50  feet,  equipped  with  lockers,  sprays,  faucets,  and 
a  water  heating  system,  has  been  built. 

Donk  Brothers  Coal  &  Coke  Company,  mine  No.  3,  Troy,  installed  a 
new  multipole  electric  generator,  nine  breast  machines  and  one  short 
machine.  This  changes  this  mine  from  a  hand  to  a  machine  mine.  A  run 
around  has  been  arranged  at  the  bottom  of  the  shaft,  which  allows  all  coal 
to  be  caged  from  one  side.  A  new  smokestack  75  feet  in  height  and  3  feet 
6  inches  in  diameter,  has  been  erected.  At  mine  No.  2,  Maryville,  a  new 
crusher,  capacity  125  tons  per  hour,  has  been  installed,  the  crusher  and 
elevator  built  on  a  railroad  car,  and  can  be  moved  from  one  mine  to  another. 
A  washhouse,  48  feet  by  52  feet  equipped  with  32  sprays,  147  lockers  and 
200  hangers,  has  been  built.  At  mine  No.  1,  Donkville,  a  15-ton  motor, 
which  increased  the  capacity  of  the  mine  about  800  tons  per  day,  has  been 
put  in. 

The  Madison  Coal  Corporation,  Glen  Carbon,  has  installed  self  dumping 
cages  to  increase  hoisting  capacity.  A  washhouse,  50  feet  by  30  feet, 
equipped  with  5  sprays,  20  wash  bowls,  260  hangers  and  room  for  104  more, 
800  gallon  hot  water  tank  with  steam  coil  heat,  has  been  built. 

The  Kerens-Donnawald  Coal  Company,  Worden,  has  installed  two  new 
boilers  to  replace  two  old  ones.  No.  1  boiler  has  86  four-inch  flues  and  is 
16  feet  long.  No.  2  has  70  four-inch  flues  and  is  18  feet  long.  A  washhouse 
24  feet  by  52  feet,  equipped  with  hot  and  cold  water  has  been  built. 

The  Home  Trade  Coal  Company,  Edwardsville,  has  installed  shaker 
screens,  an  elevator  and  revolving  screens,  so  as  to  be  able  to  prepare  for 
market  a  6-inch  lump,  6-inch  egg  and  No.  1  and  No.  2  nut  and  screenings. 
The  change  will  enable  this  company  to  have  on  hand  at  all  times  an  assort- 
ment of  coal  for  the  local  market  and  also  for  shipment. 

The  new  Staunton  Coal  Company,  Livingston,  has  built  a  washhouse  28 
feet  by  72  feet  and  equipped  it  with  lockers  and  hot  and  cold  water. 

The  Mount  Olive  and  Staunton  Coal  Company,  Staunton,  has  installed 
a  complete  coal  crushing  plant,  with  capacity  of  300  tons  per  hour. 

The  Breese  Trenton  Mining  Company,  Beckemeyer,  has  installed  one 
complete  coal  crushing  plant,  with  a  capacity  of  300  tons  per  hour,  crusher 
and  conveyor  are  driven  by  a  100  horsepower  four  valve  engine;  a  100-ton 
track  scale  put  in  and  a  washhouse  24  feet  by  72  feet,  equipped  with  hot  and 
cold  water,  showers  and  lockers,  has  been  built.  This  company  has  also 
built  a  washhouse  at  east  mine,  Breese,  18  feet  by  45  feet  and  equipped  it 
with  patented  hangers  and  hot  and  cold  water. 

The  North  Breese  Coal  &  Mining  Company,  Breese,  has  completed  a 
washhouse,  31  feet  by  41  feet,  18  feet  high,  of  concrete  blocks  and  having 
concrete  floors.  In  one  corner  of  the  building  is  a  first  aid  room,  fully 
equipped  with  material  for  giving  first  aid  to  injured.  The  new  building 
will  be  used  for  changing  and  taking  care  of  clothes.  It  has  the  overhead 
hanging  system,  a  locker  that  will  hold  and  lock  the  clothes,  and  still  allow 
them  to  dry  in  fresh  air.  The  old  washhouse,  which  is  connected  to  new 
one,  will  be  used  for  washing  and  this  one  for  dressing.  A  new  automatic 
switch  has  been  placed  at  bottom  of  shaft. 

The  Southern  Coal,  Coke  &  Mining  Company,  mine  No.  9,  New  Baden, 
has  built  a  washhouse,  30  feet  by  50  feet,  and  equipped  it  with  hot  and  cold 
■water,  sprays,  hangers  and  basins.  A  large  pond  has  been  constructed, 
and  the  mines  are  well  supplied  with  water. 

The  Marion  County  Coal  Company  has  taken  over,  from  a  private  party, 
a  washhouse  30  feet  by  55  feet,  equipped  with  hot  and  cold  water  and 
showers. 

The  Chicago  Sandoval  Coal  Company  has  installed  a  shaker  screen  at 
No.  2  mine,  Sandoval,  so  as  to  be  able  to  supply  the  market  with  all  sizes 
of  coal,  such  as  6-inch,  3-inch  and  nut  screenings.  This  company  has  also 
erected  a  washhouse  24  feet  by  40  feet  and  equipped  it  with  hangers  and 
sprays. 
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The  Odin  Coal  Company  has  built  a  washhouse  40  feet  by  50  feet  and 
equipped  it  with  lockers  and  sprays.

July  20,  1915,  George  Hollenkamp,  miner,  age  40  years,  married,  was 
instantly  killed  by  a  fall  of  coal  in  Breese-Trenton  Mining  Company's  Buxton 
mine,  Beckemeyer,  Clinton  County.     He  leaves  a  widow  and  five  children. 

July  21,  1915,  Louis  Scocco,  miner,  age  26  years,  single  was  killed  by 
falling  coal  in  New  Staunton  Coal  Company's  mine,  Livingston,  Madison 
County. 

August  1,  1915,  George  Robinson,  miner,  age  29  years,  married,  was 
instantly  killed  by  a  fall  of  slate  while  loading  coal  in  Donk  Bros.  Coal  & 
Coke  Company's  mine  No.  1,  Donkville,  Madison  County.     He  leaves  a  widow. 

October  6,  1915,  Fred  Becker,  miner,  age  47  years,  married,  employed 
in  Marion  County  Coal  Company's  mine.  Glen  Ridge,  Marion  County,  was 
killed  by  falling  slate.     He  leaves  a  widow  and  three  children. 

October  11,  1915,  John  Thompson,  miner,  age  40  years,  single,  was  killed 
by  falling  slate  in  New  Staunton  Coal  Company's  mine,  Livingston,  Madison 
County. 

October  18,  1915,  Adam  Niemice,  machine  helper,  age  35  years,  married, 
was  killed  in  the  Mount  Olive  and  Staunton  Coal  Company's  No.  2  mine, 
Williamson,  Madison  County,  by  a  fall  of  coal  and  slate.  He  leaves  a  widow 
and  three  children. 

November  16,  1915,  Fred  Rolfingsmeyer,  miner,  age  63  years,  married, 
died  from  injuries  received  the  previous  day  by  a  fall  of  slate  in  North 
Breese  Coal  &  Mining  Company's  mine,  Breese,  Clinton  County.  He  leaves 
a  widow  and  seven  children,  one  dependent. 

December  14,  1915,  Henry  Rotterman,  machine  helper,  age  48  years, 
married,  died  from  injuries  received  the  previous  day  by  a  fall  of  coal  in 
Southern  Coal,  Coke  and  Mining  Company's  No.  9  mine.  New  Baden,  Clinton 
County.     He  leaves  a  widow  and  one  child. 

January  13,  1916,  W.  E.  Lellewellyn,  laborer,  age  38  years,  married, 
employed  by  Donk  Bros,  Coal  and  Coke  Company,  at  mine  No.  2,  Mary- 
ville,  Madison  County,  was  struck  by  slack  car  and  died  in  about  six  hours. 
He  leaves  a  widow. 

January  25,  1916,  Carl  Althardt,  driver,  age  29  years,  married,  was  run 
over  and  killed  by  a  loaded  pit  car  in  Lumaghi  Coal  Company's' mine  No.  2, 
Collinsville,  Madison  County.    He  leaves  a  widow  and  one  child. 

February  1,  1916,  Frank  Olbrich,  miner,  age  35  years,  single,  was  killed 
by  falling  coal  in  Donk  Bros.  Coal  and  Coke  Company's  No.  2  mine,  Mary- 
ville,  Madison  County. 

February  3,  1916,  Herbert  Weishaupt,  miner,  age  24  years,  single,  was 
killed  by  a  blown  out  shot  in  E.  C.  Stiegemeir's  mine,  Worden,  Madison 
County. 

February  25,  1916,  Mike  Horatick,  miner,  age  33  years,  married,  was 
killed  in  New  Staunton  Coal  Company's  mine,  Livingston,  Madison  County, 
by  falling  slate.     He  leaves  a  widow  and  three  children. 

February  28,  1916,  Joseph  Schmagel,  driver,  age  21  years,  single,  was 
killed  by  pit  cars  in  New  Staunton  Coal  Company's  mine,  Livingston,  Mad- 
ison County. 

March  13,  1916,  Walter  Williams,  driver,  age  30  years,  married,  died  from 
injuries  received  February  19,  in  Lumaghi  Coal  Company's  No.  2  mine, 
Collinsville,  Madison  County,  when  he  was  squeezed  by  his  mule  against 
the  car,  fracturing  the  pelvic  bones  and  puncturing  the  bladder.  He  leaves 
a  widow  and  two  children. 

March  14,  1916,  Elic  Keady,  miner,  age  69  years,  married  (family  in 
Europe)  was  injured  March  9,  in  Chicago-Sandoval  Coal  Company's  No. 
2  mine,  Sandoval,  Marion  County,  by  a  fall  of  slate  and  died  of  such  injuries 
five  days  later. 
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May  9,  1916,  Anton  Jagis,  machine  helper,  age  31  years,  single,  em- 
ployed in  New  Staunton  Coal  Company's  mine,  Livingston,  Madison  County, 
was  killed  by  falling  slate  and  coal. 

May  24,  1916,  Alix  Montagnani,  miner,  age  35  years,  single,  was  killed 
in  No.  2  mine,  Lumaghi  Coal  Company,  Collinsville,  Madison  County,  by  a 
fall  of  slate.

The  fan  house  at  the  Dozow  Valley  Coal  Company's  mine  at  Manssa, 
was  completely  destroyed  by  fire  on  August  6,  1915. 

Impkovements. 

The  Southern  Coal,  Coke  &  Mining  Company  has  made  the  following 
improvements:  Four  storage  battery  gathering  motors,  and  a  car  haulage 
to  elevate  and  transfer  the  empty  cars  around  the  shaft  bottom,  were  in- 
stalled at  No.  8  mine.

New  and  Prospective  Mines. 

The  Harrisburg  Colliery  Company  is  sinking  a  hoisting  shaft  and  an 
air  shaft  at  a  place  five  miles  west  and  four  miles  north  of  Harrisburg.  The 
name  of  the  mining  town  will  be  Harcoal. 

The  Western  Coal  Company  is  sinking  an  air  shaft  and  a  hoisting  shaft 
at  a  place  one  mile  west  and  three-fourths  of  a  mile  south  of  Royalton. 

Explosions  and  Fires. 

July  27,  1915  there  was  an  explosion  in  the  United  Coal  Mining  Com- 
pany's mine  No.  1,  in  which  nine  men  lost  their  lives.  There  were  three 
fires  at  the  Orient  mine  of  the  Chicago,  Wilmington  and  Franklin  Coal 
Company,  and  one  at  the  Taylor  Mining  Company's  Possum  Ridge  mine 
during  the  year. 

Improvements. 

One  of  the  most  important  improvements  of  the  year  in  the  mining  in- 
dustry of  Franklin  County  is  the  regular  inspection  of  old  works  in  the 
mines.  Most  of  the  mines  in  this  county  have  inspectors  whose  duties  are 
to  make  frequent  and  regular  inspections  of  the  abandoned  workings  and 
report  to  the  management.  Many  of  the  mining  companies  have  forms  for 
the  purpose  of  having  these  inspections  recorded.  The  above  improvement 
is  perhaps  the  most  important  since  the  introduction  of  permissible  ex- 
plosives. There  are  but  two  mines  in  the  county  which  now  use  black 
powder. 

The  Benton  Coal  Company  has  made  the  following  important  additions 
to  the  coal  preparation  plant:  Installation  of  new  shaker-screen  and 
weigh-pan;  combined  link  belt  egg  picking  table  and  movable  loading  boom; 
five  shakers  in  the  rescreening  plant  and  a  retail  coal  chute.  A  tile  wash- 
house  30  by  93  feet  -containing  492  lockers  and  80  porcelain  washbowls,  has 
been  built.  Two  new  horizontal  tubular  boilers  having  4-inch  flues  and 
of  150  horsepower  each,  have  been  added.  The  underground  improvements 
consist  of  retimbering  around  the  shaft  bottom  and  moving  of  motor  part- 
ings. 

The  John  A.  Logan  Coal  Company  has  practically  made  a  new  mine 
of  the  one  formerly  owned  by  the  Benton  District  Coal  Company.  To  the 
improvements  made  last  year  has  been  added  two  new  250  horsepower  boilers, 
equipped  with  automatic  stokers.  A  new  addition  has  also  been  made  to  the 
boiler  house.  A  350  kilowatt  generator  is  now  being  installed  together  with 
the  generator  building.  A  14-foot  by  14-foot  cylindrical  tank  for  boiler  feed 
water  and  a  tile  wa&hhouse  32  feet  by  60  feet,  which  will  be  equipped  with 
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hangers  and  bowls,  are  being  erected.  A  first  aid  room  and  private  wash- 
room will  be  built  into  one  end  of  the  washhouse.  In  the  interior  of  the 
mine  there  have  been  many  improvements  among  which  are  62  mine  cars 
of  three  tons  capacity  each,  6  chain  breast  mining  machines  and  one  10- 
ton  haulage  motor.  Six  more  mining  machines  are  ordered.  All  motor 
partings  have  been  extended  and  a  large  electric  pump  has  been  installed 
near  the  shaft  bottom. 

The  Producers  Coal  Company  has  nearly  completed  the  erection  of  a 
steel  tipple  at  mine  No.  19,  West  Frankfort.  The  tipple  contains  a  five 
track  shaker,  three  picking  tables  and  loading  booms.  Installation  has 
been  made  to  use  electric  power  from  the  Southern  Illinois  Light  and  Power 
Co.  The  plan  is  to  use  this  purchased  power  for  all  mechanical  work 
except  hoisting  and  ventilation.  A  new  capel  fan  7  feet  by  18  feet  enclosed 
in  a  new  brick  fan  house,  has  recently  been  installed.  A  brick  washhouse 
30  feet  by  60  feet,  containing  436  steel  lockers,  12  shower  baths  and  an 
18-foot  drip  and  shower  basin,  is  ready  for  use.  The  lockers  are  especially 
designed  for  sanitation,  having  air  spaces  at  their  back  through  which 
warm,  dry  air  is  forced  through  the  lockers  and  miners'  clothing.  The 
air  is  dried  by  heaters  and  is  forced  through  the  lockers  by  means  of  a 
fan  and  galvanized  piping.  The  mining  machines  at  this  mine  are  being 
changed.  The  air  punchers,  which  have  been  used  since  the  mine  was 
sunk,  are  being  replaced  by  12  A.  C.  short  wall  mining  machines,  having^ 
7i/.-foot  cutter  bars.  Other  mechanical  installations  are  now  being  made, 
as  follows:  One  200  kilowatt  motor  generator  set  for  haulage;  three  12- 
ton  haulage  motors;  four  3  horsepower  electrically  driven  pumps;  one  6 
by  12  belt  driven  center  crank  pump;  three  electric  transformers  for  sur- 
face power;  three  electric  transformers  for  pump  power;  twelve  electric 
transformers  for  interior  of  mine.  The  surface  transformation  is  from 
33,000  volts  to  2,300  volts.  The  transformation  in  the  interior  of  the  mine 
is  from  2,300  volts  to  220  volts.  Two  sets  of  track  scales  for  loaded  railroad 
cars,  one  set  of  track  scale.3  for  empty  railroad  cars,  five  car  retarders,  one 
for  each  track,  and  one  steam  car  puller  for  loads  and  empties  have  been 
put  in,  and  all  tracks  have  been  resurfaced  and  rearranged.  One  railroad 
track  for  loads  and  one  for  empties  have  been  built.  The  main  shaft  has 
been  concreted  35  feet  down  to  the  lime  rock,  and  has  been  reguided  with 
6-inch  by  6-inch  pine.  The  air  shaft  has  been  retimhered  down  to  the  rock. 
This  company  has  also  made  extensive  improvements  at  No.  18  mine  which 
is  located  approximately  two  miles  northeast  of  West  Frankfort.  The  foK 
lowing  installations  have  been  made  on  the  surface:  Two  combination 
picking  tables  and  loading  booms,  one  set  of  new  tipple  scales  and  hopper, 
one  refuse  conveyor  and  storage  tank  for  impurities,  one  steam  driven  car 
puller  for  railroad  cars,  one  A.  C.  motor  generator  set  of  200  kilowatt  and 
one  dynamo,  200  kilowatt.  A  brick  washhouse,  30  feet  by  60  feet,  containing 
436  steel  lockers,  12  shower  baths  and  an  18-foot  drip  and  shower  basin 
is  now  completed.  The  lockers  are  especially  designed  for  sanitation,  hav- 
ing air  space  at  their  back,  through  which  warm,  dry  air  is  forced  for  the 
purpose  of  drying  the  clothing  in  the  lockers.  The  air  is  heated  and  dried 
by  being  forced  across  a  series  of  heaters  on  its  way  to  the  lockers.  A 
10  feet  by  10-  feet  water  supply  tank  for  boilers,  washrooms  and  fire  fighting 
line,  has  recently  been  installed.  A  heater  for  boiler  supply  water  is  now 
being  erected.  Two  new  self  dumping  cages  have  also  been  installed. 
Extensive  installations  have  been  made  in  the  interior  of  the  mine  as 
follows:  Eight  short  wall  mining  machines  having  7-foot  cutter  bars, 
two  13-ton  haulage  motors,  six  6-ton  gathering  motors,  one  hundred  3%- 
ton  mine  cars.  The  cage  room  on  both  sides  of  the  shaft  has  been  length- 
ened to  double  its  original  length.  The  motor  haulage  road  has  been 
changed  on  main  entries  from  30-pound  rails  to  40-pound  rails.  Both  shafts 
have  been  retimhered. 

The  West  Frankfort  Coal  Company  has  completed  the  fan  house  of  con- 
crete and  brick;  built  a  40  feet  by  60  feet  galvanized  washhouse  with  a 
concrete  floor  containing  100  steel  lockers,  7  shov/er  baths  and  30  basins. 
A  double  roll  link  belt  coal  crusher  of  1,500  tons  daily  capacity,  an  automatic

scale  recording  device  for  loaded  railroad  cars,  a  new  self  dumping  cage 
and  a  200  horsepower  return  tubular  boiler  have  been  put  in.  A  6-ton  haulage 
motor,  2  short  wall  mining  machines  with  6-foot  cutter  bars,  two  breast  min- 
ing machines  with  7-foot  cutter  bars  and  35  mine  cars  of  S^-ton  capacity 
have  been  added  to  the  underground  equipment.  Twenty-pound  rails  have 
been  replaced  by  40-pound  rails  throughout  the  motor  haulage  section  of  the 
mine. 

The  Old  Ben  Coal  Corporation  has  made  extensive  improvements  at  the 
properties  in  West  Frankfort.  A  washhouse  at  each  mine  of  reinforced 
stucco  and  concrete  has  been  built.  Each  house  is  40  feet  by  60  feet,  con- 
tains 18  showers  and  approximately  400  lockers.  At  No.  8  the  following 
improvements  have  been  made:  Seventy-five  3i,{;-ton  capacity  mine  cars, 
one  tipple  scale,  one  railroad  track  scale,  two  14-mile  unloading  tracks  for 
storage  coal,  one  clam  shell  steam  shovel  with  55  foot  boom,  two  100  horse- 
power return  tubular  boilers,  one  300  kilowatt  Corliss  belt  driven  generator, 
two  8-foot  boiler  plate  hoisting  drums  with  cast  steel  spiders,  one  75  horse- 
power motor  for  driving  egg  coal  belt,  and  one  set  shaker  screens  under 
loading  bins.  The  empty  side  bottom  has  been  extended  200  feet  with  42 
by  19  feet  by  15  inches  I  beams  placed  six  feet  apart.  At  mine  No.  9  the 
company  has  just  completed  the  installation  of  heavy  I  beams  throughout 
the  length  of  their  loaded  car  bottom.  The  bottom  is  500  feet  long  and  I 
beams  have  been  set  approximately  four  feet  apart.  It  is  the  intention 
to  concrete  the  sides  later.  Other  improvements  at  this  mine  are  as  fol- 
lows: Two  1,000,000  circular  mills  lead  covered  cables,  one  electric  pump 
30  horsepower,  electric  repair  shop  in  the  mine,  160  cars  3i/{.-ton  capacity, 
four  breast  mining  machines,  and  four  6-ton  locomotives.  This  mine  has  the 
distinction  of  being  the  quickest  developed  mine  in  the  State.  Sinking  was 
begun  on  June  8,  1913,  and  coal  was  struck  on  October  12  of  the  same  year. 
On  October  27,  1914,  2,027  tons  were  hoisted  and  on  December  30,  1915,  4,105 
tons  were  hoisted.  At  present  a  daily  average  of  nearly  4,000  tons  is  main- 
tained. 

The  United  Coal  Corporation,  Christopher,  has  erected  and  equipped 
washhouses  at  both  mines,  each  being  the  duplicate  of  the  other,  and  are 
30  feet  by  66  feet,  constructed  of  tile,  having  concrete  floors,  500  lockers,  12 
shower  baths,  24  porcelain  wash  bowls  and  a  first  aid  and  foreman's  room 
in  one  end  of  the  building.  At  mine  No.  1,  the  following  equipment  has 
been  installed:  Three  150  horsepower  return  tubular  boilers,  one  loading 
boom  and  picking  table  for  nut  coal,  two  new  self  dumping  cages,  two  6- 
ton  gathering  motors,  two  breast  machines  and  thirty-two  3-ton  mine  cars. 
At  mine  No.  2,  located  at  Buckner,  the  following  equipment  has  been 
installed:  Fan  engine  225  horsepower;  three  loading  booms  and  picking 
tables,  one  200  kilowatt  generator  and  direct  connected  engine,  one  475 
horsepower  water  tubular  boiler,  three  6-ton  gathering  motors,  four  mining, 
machines,   and   extended   railroad   tracks   1,500   feet. 

The  Christopher  Coal  Mining  Company  has  made  the  following  improve- 
ments at  No.  1  mine:  The  washhouse,  which  is  of  galvanized  iron  and 
has  a  concrete  floor  in  the  washing  compartment,  has  been  enlarged  so 
that  now  it  is  20  feet  by  80  feet.  It  is  equipped  with  300  lockers,  8  showers 
and  a  spray  catch  basin  10  feet  in  length.  A  motor  has  been  installed  for 
driving  the  fan,  the  steam  engine  formerly  used  being  kept  for  emergency 
purposes.  A  new  steel  dumping  cage  has  been  put  in  recently.  Many 
extensive  improvements  have  been  made  at  mine  No.  2,  which  is  located  at 
Christopher.  These  improvements  are  as  follows:  Rescreening  plant  for 
four  sizes,  storage  600  tons,  daily  capacity  4,000  tons;  two  500  horse- 
power boilers;  one  2,500  kilowatt  turbine  generator;  water  softening  and 
spray  cooling  system;  box  car  loader  having  a  capacity  of  2,500 -tons  daily 
and  equipped  with  cross  conveyors  for  loading  nut,  egg  and  lump  coal; 
one  new  self  dumping  cage;  brick  washhouse  with  concrete  floor,  30  feet  by 
80  feet,  equipped  with  304  lockers,  10  shower  baths  and  a  first  aid  and 
foreman's  room;  brick  warehouse,  45  feet  by  90  feet;  brick  machine  and 
electrical  repair  shop,  45  feet  by  70  feet.  The  main  shaft  has  been  con- 
—16  C 
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creted  from  the  bottom  30  feet  and  from  the  top  50  feet  and  a  concrete 
wall  has  been  erected  around  the  shaft  opening.  ^  The  cage  room  on  both 
sides  of  shaft  has  been  concreted  to  the  extent  of  450  feet.  The  run- 
around  on  the  bottom  has  also  been  concreted.  The  wooden  partition 
between  the  air  and  hoisting  compartments  of  the  escapement  shaft  is 
being  replaced  with  a  6-inch  concrete  wall.  Two  750,000  circular  mills 
copper  cables,  have  been  placed  in  the  air  compartment  of  the  escapement 
shaft.  The  main  haulage  tracks  throughout  the  mine  have  been  com- 
pletely relaid  with  48-pound  rails  upon  zinc  treated  railroad  ties,  two  hun- 
dred 41^-tons  capacity  mine  cars,  one  15-ton  electric  locomotive,  two  6-ton 
electric  locomotives,  ten  chain  breast  machines  having  7-foot  cutter  bars, 
have  been   installed. 

The  Bell  and  Zoller  Mining  Company,  Zeigler,  has  put  in  a  28-inch  by 
42-inch  hoisting  engine  and  reinstalled  the  old  engines  for  a  man  hoist. 
The  coal  at  the  mine  is  hoisted  in  a  skip  and  the  men  and  material  are 
hoisted  in  a  separate  compartment  in  a  cage  made  solely  for  that  purpose. 
The  underground  improvements  are  as  follows:  One  300  kilowatt  generator, 
one  50  horsepower  boiler  at  pumping  station,  three  portable  electric  pumps, 
and  one  15-ton  haulage  locomotive. 

The  Taylor  Mining  Company,  at  Possum  Ridge  mine,  Freeman,  has  just 
completed  driving  through  an  immense  fault  which  they  have  been  battling 
with  for  several  months.  The  entries  were  driven  258  feet  in  faulty  condi- 
tion, 170  feet  of  which  was  solid  work.  The  fault  was  in  the  form  of  a 
basin  having  a  depth  of  47  feet.  A  galvanized  washhouse  18  feet  by  40  feet 
has  been  completed  containing  150  lockers  and  12  shower  baths.  The 
underground  improvements  are  as  follows:  Two  10-ton  electric  locomotives; 
one  200  kilowatt  generator;  one  air  compressor  and  twenty-five  .'5-ton  mine 
cars.  A  new  weigh  pan  has  recently  been  installed  and  the  shaker  screen 
equipment  overhauled  and  enlarged. 

The  Franklin  Coal  and  Coke  Company,  Royalton,  has  made  the  following 
improvements  at  mine  No.  1:  One  locomotive  crane  for  storing  and  loading 
small  sizes  of  coal;  one  6-ton  storage  battery  locomotive;  one  mechanical 
slate  picker;  fifty  new  roller  bearing  mine  cars;  fifty  sets  of  roller  bearing 
trucks  and  two  self  dumping  steel  cages.  The  steam  drive  in  the  machine 
shop  has  been  replaced  by  an  electric  drive;  a  two  story  frame  addition 
and  two  fireproof  vaults  have  been  added  to  the  mine  oflBce. 

The  W.  P.  Rend  Colliery  Company  has  completed  the  concrete  wash- 
house  and  equipped  it  with  hanger  baskets  and  porcelain  basins  to  accom- 
modate 500  men.  The  room  is  30  feet  by  100  feet  in  dimensions.  A  station- 
ary engine  drum  and  cable  for  handling  empty  and  loaded  railroad  cars 
has  been  put  in  service. 

The  Middle  Fork  Mining  Company,  whose  mine  is  situated  2Vo  miles 
east  of  Benton,  has  completed  the  steel  tipple  and  is  now  hoisting  and  pre- 
paring their  coal  through  it.  The  auxiliary  electric  hoist  is  now  being 
used  and  will  continue  to  be  until  the  mine  production  will  warrant  the 
installation  of  the  direct  connected  motor.  The  improvements  which  have 
been  made  during  the  year  are  as  follows:  One  6-ton  gasoline  locomotive; 
thirty -six  mine  cars  of  4-ton  capacity;  three  No.  3  lead  covered  cables 
for  conducting  2,300  volt  current;  four  A.  C.  mining  machines;  one  railroad 
track  scales  for  loaded  cars,  and  a  disk  pan  8  feet  in  diameter  have  been 
installed.  Two  combination  loading  booms  and  picking  tables,  each  operated 
by  separate  motors,  have  been  added   to   the  tipple   equipment. 

The  Chicago,  Wilmington  and  Franklin  Coal  Company,  Orient,  has 
made  many  improvements  in  the  village  and  about  the  mine.  They  have 
recently  completed  the  building  of  50  houses,  a  40-foot  by  50-foot  brick 
supply  store  and  5,000  square  feet  of  concrete  sidewalks.  A  44-foot  by  56- 
foot  brick  wash  room,  which  will  soon  be  enlarged  to  accommodate  200  more 
miners,  has  been  built.  The  room  is  partitioned  into  two  compartments, 
one  for  the  shower  bath  and  bowls  and  the  other  for  clothing.  Hangers 
are  installed  here  in  place  of  lockers  and  the  wash  room  is  equipped  to 
accommodate  325  men.  A  first  aid  brick  house,  16  feet  by  35  feet,  has  been 
built  and  is  being  supplied  with  an  operating  table,  medicine  cabinet,  lava- 
tories, sterilizer,  first  aid  material  and  mine  rescue  equipment.     A  new  steel 
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tipple  for  the  hoisting  of  material  has  been  built  at  the  escapement  shaft, 
2,000  feet  of  railroad  tracks  for  coal  storage  constructed,  and  a  single  roll  coal 
crusher,  30  inches  by  30  inches,  added  to  the  tipple  equipment.  A  second 
story  has  been  built  upon  the  office  building  thus  making  the  office  contain 
8  rooms,  lavatory,  closets  and  vault.  This  is  now  the  main  operating  office 
for  the  four  mines  of  the  company  in  the  State.  A  30-foot  by  60-foot  brick 
supply  room  for  the  mine  supply  storage  and  a  60-ton  switching  locomotive 
for  railroad  cars,  have  recently  been  added  to  the  surface  equipment.  The 
most  important  of  the  underground  improvements  are  as  follows.  One 
hundred  4i^-ton  capacity  mine  cars,  one  15-ton  electric  locomotive,  one  8- 
ton  electric  locomotive,  two  short  wall  mining  machines,  four  new  motor 
partings,  one  portable  electric  pump,  one  portable  electric  air  compressor 
and  two  60-gallon  fire  extinguishers.  A  fire  room  containing  fire  fighting 
material  and  glass  covered  key  is  being  installed  in  the  mine.  The  follow- 
ing improvements  are  now  undergoing  installation:  One  400  horsepower 
boiler,  one  hundred  4%-ton  mine  cars,  one  15-ton  haulage  motor,  one  8-ton 
haulage  motor,  one  water  softener,  5-acre  reservoir  and  one  water  heater  for 
boilers. 

The  Sesser  Coal  Company  of  Sesser,  has  made  the  following  improve- 
ments during  the  year:  A  double  deck  sand  drier,  (sand  is  dried  by  ex- 
haust steam) ;  one  water  heater,  capacity  1,800  horsepower;  one  14-ton 
electric  locomotive;  two  6  ton  electric  locomotives;  one  long  wall  chain 
mining  machine;  one  hundred  mine  cars,  capacity  314  tons  each;  one  pair  of 
hoisting  engines,  16-inch  by  24-inch  cylinders,  at  air  shaft;  and  a  concrete 
engine  house  and  steel  tipple.  The  compressor  room  has  been  remodeled 
and  an  underground  motor  pit  installed. 

The  O'Gara  Coal  Company  has  made  the  following  improvements: 
Mine  No.  1,  forty-three  feet  of  the  air  shaft  has  been  recased,  the  escape- 
ment and  air  compartments  have  been  relined  and  rebuilt  and  a  new  stair- 
way put  in  the  escapement;  ninety  new  mine  cars  have  been  added  and  the 
motor  roads  extended  and  graded  an  additional  4,200  feet.  On  the  surface 
the  engine  and  generator  room  has  been  remodeled,  a  100  kilowatt  generator 
set  added,  and  the  concrete  foundation  for  a  miners'  wash  room  laid.  At 
mine  No.  3,  motor  roads  have  been  graded  and  extended  2,300  feet.  At 
mine  No.  8,  the  concrete  foundation  for  a  washhouse  has  been  laid,  a  new 
set  of  shaker  screens  installed,  the  tipple  bar  overhauled  and  grading 
completed  for  a  timber  yard.  The  motor  roads  have  been  graded  and  ex- 
tended 2,300  feet.  At  mine  No.  9,  a  galvanized  washhouse  for  miners,  con- 
taining a  supply  room  and  office  room  in  one  end,  has  been  completed;  a  new 
engine  for  the  rescreening  plant,  a  75  kilowatt  generator,  a  car  repair  shop, 
a  retail  coal  bin  and  a  new  steam  sand  drier,  have  been  installed.  The 
motor  roads  have  been  graded  and  extended  2,500  feet.  At  mine  No.  10, 
the  motor  roads  have  been  graded  and  extended  4,000  feet  and  the  bottom 
has  been  retimbered  with  steel  I  beams.  The  miners'  wash  room  is  nearly 
completed;  the  screen  building  has  been  remodeled  and  a  new  60-foot  smoke- 
stack has  been  erected.  At  mine  No.  11,  a  wash  room,  blacksmith  and  car 
repair  shop  are  now  being  built.  The  shaker  screens  have  been  remodeled 
and  grading  is  completed  for  a  new  timber  yard.  The  motor  roads  have 
been  graded  and  extended  2,800  feet  and  the  bottom  has  been  retimbered 
with  I  beams.  At  mine  No.  12,  the  motor  roads  have  been  graded  and  ex- 
tended 2,200  feet  and  30  new  mine  cars  added;  the  boiler  house  and  boiler 
walls  have  been  remodeled  and  rebuilt;  the  shaker  screens  overhauled  and 
three  new  smokestacks  erected.  At  mine  No.  14,  motor  roads  have  been 
graded  and  extended  2,000  feet.  At  mine  No.  15,  motor  roads  have  been 
graded  and  extended  1,200  feet;  the  tipple  has  been  overhauled  and  a  wash 
room  started.     (See  note,  page  259.) 

The  Wasson  Coal  Company  has  made  the  following  improvements  at 
mine  No.  1,  Wasson:  One  slack  bin  100-ton  capacity;  three  movable  shaker 
booms,  fitted  with  electric  hoist;  three  movable  picking  tables.  A  galvan- 
ized washhouse  30  feet  by  60  feet,  with  concrete  floor  and  metal  lath  and 
fireproof  plaster,  has  been  completed  and  equipped  with  360  hangers  and 
enamel  pans.  A  transformer  station  has  been  built  to  receive  and  trans- 
form power  from   33,000  volts   to  2,300   volts   for  mine   use.     Transformers 
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are  also  installed  to  reduce  the  current  to  250  volts.  A  motor  generator 
set  of  200  kilowatt  has  also  been  added.  A  night  watching  system  has  been 
added,  which  will  record  hourly  inspections  at  sixteen  different  stations. 
Other  improvements  are  as  follows:  One  railroad  cable  car  pull  and  housing; 
one  20-foot  by  40-foot  supply  house;  twenty-five  2-ton  mine  cars;  one  12-ton 
motor  for  haulage;  one  50  kilowatt  electric  slope  hoist  for  pulling  cars  up 
steep  grade  in  interior  of  mine.  At  mine  No.  2,  three  miles  west  of  Carriers 
Mills,  the  following  improvements  have  been  made:  Twelve  hundred  feet 
railroad  switch  track;  thirty  4-room  miners'  houses;  one  25-foot  by  35-foot 
supply  house;  one  store  building;  one  30-foot  by  40-foot  machine  shop;  two 
chain  power  hoists;  one  100  kilowatt  generator  set;  one  7i^-ton  motor 
hoist  for  tipple;  one  60-foot  railroad  track  scale.  Underground  the  follow- 
ing improvements  have  been  made:  One  hundred  2-ton  capacity  mine 
cars;  three  electric  pumps;  three  5-ton  locomotives;  three  breast  mining 
machines,  6-foot  cutter  bars.  The  motor  haulage  has  been  extended,  using 
40-pound  rails.  A  new  air  shaft  has  been  sunk  from  the  seam  up  to  the 
surface  to  give  better  ventilation. 

The  Saline  County  Coal  Company  has  completed  the  tile  and  concrete 
washhouses  at  mines  Nos.  2  and  3.  They  are  each  equipped  with  hangers 
and  will  accommodate  150  men.  A  movable  boom  conveyor  from  screen  into 
lump  car,  and  the  following  underground  equipment  have  been  installed  at 
mine  No.  2.  Two  lead  lined  pumps,  5-inch  discharge,  6-inch  suction;  fifty 
2%-ton  mine  cars;  one  10-ton  locomotive  and  one  triple  electric  pump  have 
been  placed.  The  main  shaft  has  been  retimbered.  At  mine  No.  3,  the 
following  have  been  installed:  One  200  kilowatt  motor  generator  set;  one 
nut  coal  movable  boom  conveyor;  one  electric  driven  centrifugal  pump;  one 
hundred-fifty  4-ton  mine  cars;  one  10-ton  electric  locomotive;  one  arc  wall 
overcut  mining  machine,  especially  adapted  for  making  a  coal  roof,  and  one 
portable  electric  pump.  At  mine  No.  6,  the  following  improvements  have 
been  made:  A  brick  ofllce,  16  feet  by  40  feet;  a  wash  room,  frame  and  con- 
crete floor,  equipped  for  150  men;  one  7-ton  electric  locomotive;  fifty  mine 
cars,  2-ton  capacity;  one  mile  of  30-pound  motor  haulage  track;  one  short 
wall  mining  machine,  6-foot  cutter  bar,  and  one  portable  electric  pump. 

The  Eldorado  Coal  and  Mining  Company  has  completed  the  washhouse. 
This  house  is  of  brick,  30  feet  by  60  feet,  and  is  equipped  with  hangers  and 
basins    An  8-ton  haulage  motor  has  been  put  in  recently.

Inspectors  of  Mines,   Mine  Managers,   Mine  Examiners, 

Fire  Bosses,  Hoisting  Engineers. 

The  law  of  1879  authorized  county  boards  to  appoint  inspectors  of 
mines  for  their  respective  counties.  In  1883  an  act  was  passed  dividing 
the  State  into  five  inspection  districts  with  an  inspector  for  each  dis- 
trict, and  providing  for  an  Examining  Board  under  the  Bureau  of 
Labor,  whose  duty  it  was  to  examine  all  applicants  as  to  their  fitness  for 
State  Inspector  of  Mines.  The  law  of  1887  provided  for  the  examina- 
tion of  all  mines  every  morning  by  an  agent  of  the  proprietor.  In  1891 
the  General  Assembly  enacted  a  law  providing  for  the  examination  of 
applicants  for  mine  managers  by  the  Board  of  Examiners  and  prohibited 
the  employment  of  any  one  as  mine  manager,  in  any  mine  equipped  for 
shipping  coal,  or  any  mine  whose  output  may  be  twenty-five  or  more 
tons  per  day,  after  January  1,  1892,  unless  such  person  has  first  ob- 
tained a  certificate  of  competency  or  a  certificate  of  service  from  said 
Board  of  Examiners.  In  1895  the  State  was  divided  into  seven  inspec- 
tion districts  with  seven  State  Inspectors  and  a  law  enacted  providing 
for  the  examination  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  of  applicants  for 
fire  bosses  and  hoisting  engineers,  and  prohibiting,  after  July  1,  1896, 
the  employment  of  any  one  as  such  without  first  obtaining  a  certificate 
of  competency  or  service  from  said  Examining  Board.  By  the  law  of 
1899  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  was  superseded  by  a  board  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Commissioners  of  Labor  and  to  be  known  as  the  State 
Mining  Board.  The  name  "fireboss"  was  changed  to  mine  examiner 
and  provision  made  to  exchange  certificates  of  service  for  certificates  of 
competency.  This  latter  provision  applied  to  hoisting  engineers  as  well 
as  to  fire  bosses.  In  1905  the  Legislature  divided  the  State  into  ten 
inspection  districts.  In  1907  the  law  provided  that  the  State  Mining 
Board  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor.  In  1911  the  Legislature 
divided  the  State  into  twelve  districts  and  provided  for  the  appointment 
of  twelve  State  Inspectors.  Provision  was  made  for  the  issuance  of- 
first-  and  second-class  mine  manager's  certificates.  The  former  good  at 
any  mine  in  the  State;  the  latter  where  not  more  than  ten  men  are 
employed. 

Note  1. — Certificates  of  competency  were  good  at  any  mine  in  the  State. 
Certificates  of  service  were  valid  only  at  the  mine  where  the  person  employed 
had  been  in  continuous  service  for  one  year  or  more.  The  law  of  1895  pro- 
vided for  the  exchange  of  certificates  of  service  for  certificates  of  competency. 

NoTK  2. — April  19,  1906,  the  board,  by  resolution,  provided  for  the  issuing 
of  mine  managers'  certificates  of  the  first  and  second  class.     The  first-class 
certificates  to  apply  to  all  mines  in  the  State  and  the  second-class  to  apply  to 
mines  employing  less  than  10  men.

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Under  the  law  of  1883  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  selected  by 
the  Bureau  of  Labor,  consisting  of  the  following  named  gentlemen: 
W.  S.  Cherry,  Streator;  John  Dixon,  Streator;  John  Maule,  Belleville; 
Oeorgo  Neilson,  Springfield ;  W.  H.  Emerson.  Astoria ;  met  at  the  State- 
liouse  at  8  o'clock  p.  m.

W.  H.  Emerson  president  and  John  S.  Lord  secretary.  After  sett  in.': 
September  4,  1883,  as  the  date  of  the  first  examination  for  State  In- 
spectors of  Mines  and  adopting  a  set  of  rules  governing  examinations  the 
board  adjourned  to  10  o'clock,  September  3,  1883. 

The  board  met  at  10  o'clock  September  3,  1883,  at  the  Statehouse 
with  all  members  present.  Additional  rules  governing  the  examination 
?ind  a  list  of  questions  for  the  applicants  were  adopted. 

From  a  list  of  32  applicants  4  successfully  passed  the  examina- 
tion and  were  certified  to  the  Governor  for  appointment  as  State  In- 
spectors of  Mines,  as  follows :

Sixty-one  received  certificates  of  competency  and  38  certificates  of  service 
as  hoisting  engineers;  10  were  granted  certificates  of  competency  and 
6  certificates  of  service  as  fire  bosses;  12  received  certificates  of  compe- 
tency as  mine  managers.

March  8,  1897,  the  Examining  Board  met  at  Springfield  for  the 
purpose  of  holding  an  examination  of  applicants  for  State  Inspectors. 
Mr.  Murray  being  absent  on  account  of  sickness,  the  board  authorized 
the  president  to  secure  the  services  of  a  mining  engineer  to  conduct  the 
examination  and  Thomas  E.  Stockett,  Jr.,  Mining  Engineer  of  St. 
Louis,  was  secured  and  the  official  oath  duly  admmistered.  At  this

On  March  20,  1897,  the  board  met  at  Springfield  for  the  purpose  of 
examining  applicants  for  hoisting  engineers,  mine  managers  and  fire 
bosses,  and  on  April  13,  the  examination  was  given  a  class  of  37;  of 
this  number  15  received  certificates  for  hoisting  engineer;  for  fire  boss 
2  received  certificates  of  competency  and  1  certificate  of  service ;  for  mine 
manager  5  received  certificates  of  competency  and  2  certificates  of  service. 

July  13,  1897,  the  board  met  at  Joliet  and  examined  a  class  of  33 
applicants,  with  the  following  results:  For  hoisting  engineer,  com- 
petency 12,  service  1;  for  fire  boss,  competency  13,  service  1;  for  mine 
manager  1. 

September  6,  1897,  the  board  met  at  Springfield  and  made  prelim- 
inary arrangements  for  an  examination  to  be  held  on  the  13th  of  appli- 
cants for  State  Inspectors,  hoisting  engineers,  fire  bosses,  and  mine 
managers.  The  13th  was  spent  in  registering  the  candidates  and  the 
examination  proper  began  on  the  14th.  For  State  Mine  Inspectors  23 
were  admitted  and  the  following  were  successful :  James  Taylor,  Ed- 
wards ;  Eobert  Pickett,  Springfield ;  Walton  Eutledge,  Alton ;  Thomas 
Hudson,  Galva;  Quintin  Clark,  Chicago;  John  E.  Williams,  Westville;

John  Dunlop,  Centralia,  and  Alfred  C.  Blake,  East  Peoria.     For  hoist- 
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ing  engineer  12  passed;  for  mine  manager  4  passed  and  for  fire  boss  3 
passed.     Four  were  granted  certificates  of  service  as  hoisting  engineers. 

The  Board  of  Examiners  consisting  of  Richard  Newsam,  Patrick 
McCann,  James  Tajdor,  Hugh  Murray  and  Cochran  Johnston  met  at 
the  Capitol  building,  March  1,  1898,  and  organized  by  electing  Richard 
Newsam,  president,  Eben  Howells,  secretary,  and  James  Taylor,  treas- 
urer. After  organization  the  board  proceeded  to  conduct  an  examina- 
tion of  applicants  for  certificates  as  hoisting  engineers,  mine  managers;, 
and  fire  bosses.  The  result  was  as  follows:  Hoisting  engineer,  com- 
petency 43;  mine  manager,  competency  13,  service  6;  fire  boss,  com- 
petency 3. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  board  was  held  at  Springfield,  May  17, 
1898,  and  a  resolution  was  adopted  that  no  more  certificates  of  service* 
be  issued  to  mine  managers.     No  examination  was  held  at  this  time. 

The  board  met  at  Peoria,  June  7,  1898,  and  held  an  examination 
for  mine  managers,  hoisting  engineers  and  fire  bosses,  which  resulted  as 
follows :  For  hoisting  engineer  23  received  certificates  of  competency ; 
for  fire  boss,  6  certificates  of  competency  and  1  certificate  of  service ;  for 
mine  manager,  11  certificates  of  competency. 

August  9,  1898,  the  board  met  at  Springfield  and  decided  to  hold 
the  next  examination  at  East  St.  Louis  on  September  13,  and  on  this 
date  the  board  met  and  held  an  examination  for  mine  managers,  fire 
bosses,  and  hoisting  engineers.  At  this  examination  4  received  cer- 
tificates as  mine  managers,  27  certificates  of  competency  and  1  of  service 
as  hoisting  engineers,  and  8  certificates  of  competency  as  fire  bosses. 

On  December  6,  1898,  the  board  met  at  Springfield  and  held  an 
examination  at  which  9  received  certificates  as  mine  managers,  7  cer- 
tificates of  competency  and  2  certificates  of  service  as  hoisting  engineers, 
and  2  were  given  certificates  as  fire  bosses. 

February  28,  1899,  an  examination  was  held  by  the  board  at  Spring- 
field at  which  10  certificates  as  mine  managers,  22  hoisting  engineers 
and  6  fire  bosses  were  issued. 

On  April  18,  1899,  the  board  met  at  Springfield  and  resolved  that 
in  order  to  meet  the  demand  of  applicants  for  examinations  that  here- 
after five  examinations  be  held  each  year.  The  date  for  next  examina- 
tion was  fixed  for  June  6,  1899,  at  Springfield.  And  on  this  date  the 
board  met  and  proceeded  to  the  registration  of  applicants  for  certificates 
as  hoisting  engineers,  fire  bosses  and  mine  managers,  the  result  of  which 
was  that  the  following  number  were  successful :  For  hoisting  engineer 
40,  for  mine  manager  17  and  foi'  fire  boss  3. 

The  General  Assembly  in  1899  amended  the  Mining  Law,  effective 
July  1,  changing  the  name  State  Board  of  Examiners  to  State  Mining 
Board  and  the  name  fire  boss  to  mine  examiner  and  provided  for  the 
exchange  of  certificates  of  service  for  certificates  of  competency  for  them 
and  also  for  hoisting  engineers. 

On  July  1,  1899,  the.  Commissioners  of  Labor  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  appointed  as  memliers  of  the  State  Mining  Board  the 
following  gentlemen  to  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years,  viz :  Richard 
Newsam,  Peoria;  Hugh  Murray,  M.  E.,  Nashville;  James  Taylor,  Ed- 
wards; Patrick  IMcCann,  Lincoln,  and  Cochran  Johnston,  Spring  Yal- 
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ley.  Mr.  Xewsam  was  elected  president;  Patrick  McCann,  vice  presi- 
dent; James  Ta3dor,  treasurer;  Hugh  Murray,  mining  engineer;  Eben 
Howells,  secretary,  and  William  Scaife,  messenger.  On  motion  the  next 
examination  was  called  for  July  25,  1899,  at  Springfield.  At  this  exam- 
ination there  were  registered  for  mine  manager  235,  for  mine  examiner 
26,  for  exchange  from  fire  boss  to  mine  examiner  18,  for  hoisting  en- 
gineer 30,  total  applicants  309.  The  result  of  this  examination  was: 
For  mine  manager  214  certificates  where  not  more  than  10  men  are  em- 
ployed; 10  certificates  where  10  or  more  men  are  employed;  lioisting 
engineers,  29  certificates  of  competency;  mine  managers,  26  certificates 
and  18  exchange  certificates  were  issued. 

The  State  Mining  Board  next  met  September  12,  1899,  at  Spring- 
field and  held  an  examination  for  State  Inspector  of  mines.  Eight  ap- 
plicants registered  and  all  passed,  as  follows:  Thomas  Hudson,  Galva; 
Walton  Eutledge,  Alton;  Evan  John,  Carbondale;  John  Dunlop,  Cen- 
tralia;  John  E.  Williams,  Danville;  H.  McAllister,  Streator;  J.  W. 
Graham,  Dunfermline,  and  D.  Wilson,  Spring  Valley.  These  names, 
with  the  exception  of  Mr.  Wilson  who  had  not  received  his  final  natural- 
ization papers,^  were  certified  to  the  Governor  as  eligible  for  appoint- 
ment as  State  Inspectors  of  Mines.  At  this  meeting  the  board  passed 
upon  the  applications  of  owners  and  operators  of  mines  employing  not 
more  than  10  men  and  granted  certificates  to  222  as  mine  managers  of 
such  mines.^

Mining  Board,  the  date  of  the  examination,  the  number  registered  and 
the  number  of  certificates  issued  to  mine  managers,  mine  examiners,  and 
hoisting  engineers — September  26,  1899,  to  June  30,  1916.

From 
this  date  to  July  25,  1899,  certificates  were  classed  as  "Competency," 
good  at  any  mine  in  the  State,  and  "Service,"  valid  only  at  the  mine 
where  the  employee  had  been  in  continuous  service  for  one  year  or  more. 
From  July  25,  1899,  to  April  19,  1906,  the  classification  was  "Compet- 
ency" and  "Local,"  and  since  that  time  they  have  been  called  first  and 
second  class.
